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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Michael B. Harlin on August 28, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

cancel claims 14-26 and 43-62 which are directed to withdrawn claims. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
declaration filed on 6/30/2009 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to overcome the Ogle 
reference. Thus, the primary reason for allowance of the claims is the step of tensioning 
an implant at least partially comprised of a soft tissue while contacting the implant at 
least with an oxidizing sterilant. This particular step is deemed to be directed to a non- 
obvious change/improvement over the inventions disclosed in the prior art of the record 
and in U.S. Pat. Appl. Pub. No. 2002016561 1 , as these prior arts only disclose a 
treatment step of tensioning implants as a separate step from contacting the implants 
with various fluids. Moreover, the data provided to the Office (Table 1 in Specification as 
well as the Declaration filed 4/18/2008) appears to indicate an unexpected result of

combining the steps of tensioning and contacting with an oxidizing sterilant such as a 
peroxide, leading to reduction of collagen degradation in implant tissues.
